Texas has set an enviable rec- 


ord during the past basketball sea- 
son, 
two national championships 


have been won by Texas teams and 
two teams went to the finals. Ath- 
ens won the national school boys 
title in Chicago, the Schepps Aces, 
premier baskeball sextette of Dal- 
las, won the championship of the 
National A. A. U. girls' basketball 
tournament held in Wichita, Kan- 
sas, recently, and the Employers 
Casualty Goiden Cyclones, also of 
Dallas, were runners up In thla 
tourney. In the National Academy 
and Junior College basketball tour- 
nament held in Madison, Wiscon- 
sin, a few weeks ago, the Ten-ill 
school of Dallas went to the fin- 
als. Not such a bad record for one 
year's play. 


Basketball Is not the only sports 


in which the eyes of the nation 
have been centered on Texas. Early 
last fall, the 8. M. U. Mustangs 
journled to West Point to play tho 
Army football team, and In one of 
the most exciting games In tho his- 
tory 
of

games, the Army eked out a 14-13 
decision. The fame of Texas foot- 
ball teams increased as the season 
advanced, and the Central High 
school of Fort Worth was Invited 
to play Hollywood, California, on 
New Year's Day. Corsicana also 
gained nationwide fame by handing 
the Waco Tigers their first defeat 
In three years, by overcoming a 
thirteen point lead amassed by Wa- 
co In the first period and scored 
three touchdowns In the second 
quarter, enough to send Waco home 
with the short end of a 19-13 score. 


During the recent Texas and S. 


M. U. Relays, another Texan made 
history on the cinder 
track 
by 


equalling the world's record for the 
100 yard daeh In the Texas and bet- 
tering the mark In the S. M. U. 
event. Claude Bracey, Rice Insti- 
tute track man who Is called the 
Dixie Flyer, was the boy who flew 
over the cinder track for the un- 
official record breaking time.

Saturday's rebel attack on the

damage and only two deaths' as far 
an can be ascertained.

SUPERIOR, Wis., April 6. 


(AP)—Reports from storm- 
swept Northwest Wisconsin 
and Minnesota today 
cated the death toll 
last night's tornado 
reach or pass a score.

least 16 were known to be dead in 
the two states, with the possibility 
that deaths among the 200 or more 
injured might bring the final toll 
to more than 20. 


MINNEAPOLIS, April 6. — 


Spring stoorms f tornadlc violence 
whipped through parts of Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and Iowa late yes- 
were missing early today and 
were 


believed dead. More than 100 men, 
women and children were in hos- 
pitals, and some of them were so 
severely hurt they may not live. 
The property damage can hardly 
be accurately estimated, so wide 
was the storm's path and so Incdm- 
plete were reports from the several 
storm centers;; but it was certain 
to run into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 
The most destructive 
of 
the 
storms formed over Lake Minne- 
tonka, a summer resort near Men- 
neapolis. It struck with Increas- 
ing velocity 'on the north side of 
the city, wrecking many homes, 
damaging communication lines and 
uprooting trees. 
It tore Its way , 


through two Minnesota counties 
and three in Wisconsin before It- 
blew itself out. In this city where 
the population is heaviest only one 
man, Andrew Hanson was killed. 
George Lundgren was killed- at For- 
est Lake when his house collapsed, 
and at Taylor Falls, 30 miles to the 
north and east. C. F. 'Bryan, a farr' 
mer, was crushed to death. Then 
the storm lifted to strike again at 
Rice Lake and Reeves, WIs., where 
four were killed.

Grand Master Miller assured the 


committee that there was nothing 
definite at the present time con- 
cerning the proposed 
move and 


that the citizens of Corslcana need 
not be alarmed at the present as 
the only thing tangible done was 
the authorization of the appoint- 
ment df a committee to confer 
with the board of control with re- 
ference to negotiations for the sale 
of the property.

Grand Master Miller said that in
